Miss  J.  Wilkinson,  Manager  of  the  local  Employment 
Exchange,  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  report s- 

..  .  The  year  1.9.64  y/.as  a,  very  quiet  one  from  my  Department’s 
point  of  view,  there  being  very  little  happening  with 
regard  to  employment  or  unemployment  to  cause  comment, 
but  the  f ollov\/'.ing  short  report  may  be  of  interest. 

The  „number  of  persons  registered  as  unemployed  in 
January  1964  was  73,  the  highest  figure  for  the  year. 

There  was  a  gradual -decrease  to  43  in  June,  followed  by 
the  usual  slight  rise  during  the  later  mon'bhs  of  the 
year,  to  reach  56  in  December.  Eor  the  most  part,  this 
?/as  ’’short-term"  unemployment,  the  majority  of  persons 
being  back  at  work  within  a  week  or  two. 
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Tlie  December  figure  gave  a  percentage  of  0.9 
■unemployed  persons  in  tlie  area  as  against  the 
National  average  of 

There  v/as  a  continuing  demand  for  labour  and 
422  persons  v/ere  placed  in  v/ork.  This  figure 
included  80  young  persons  and  6  Registered  Disabled 
Persons . 

Vacancies  for  unskilled  persons  were 
comparatively  few,  the  greatest  demand,  for  men, 
being  as  previously,  for  skilled  factory  and  building 
trade  workers. 

There  were  i^lentjT-  of  openings  for  women  in  the 
catering  and  domestic  fields,  but  little  factory 
work,  and  we  were  again  fortunate  in  having  no  real 
lack  of  vacancies  for  young  persons. 

In  all,  1964  v/as  a  fairly  good  year  as  regards 
unemploymeii't  and  Tewkesbury  probably  became  as  near 
to  achieving  the  full  employment  target  as  is  yet 
XDOssible .

Infectious  disease  oases  are  admitted  to  Gloucester 
City  Isolation  Hospital  at  Over  (Gloucester,  Stroud  and 
Porest  Hospital  Management  Committee). 

Ambulance Pacilities 

The  County  Council  have  an  Ambulance  Station  in 
Oldbury  Road  with  an  establishment  of  four  full-time 
drivers. 


Tv/o  District  Hurses  ax^pointed  by  the  County  Health 
Committee  live  in  the  Borough  and  give  a  midwifery  and 
general  nursing  service  in  the  Borough  and  in  the 
neighbouring  parishes  of  Ashchurch,  Tredington  and 
Twyning. 


Hqme_  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  organised  by  the  Area 
Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  County  Council;  it  provides 
for  domestic  helxo  of  the  aged,  sick  and  handicapped  in 
their  ovra  homes,  \7ith  this  assistance,  many  old  people 
are  helxoed  to  carry  on  in  familiar  surroundings. 
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Miss  L.C.  Gross,  Area  Home  Help  Organiser, 

Divisional  Health  Office,  Copt  Elm  Road,  Charlton  Kings, 
Cheltenham,  gives  the  following  particulars  of  work 
done  during  the  years- 

The  case  load  remains  the  same  as  for  1963?  46 
cases  V\rere  assisted^  of  whom  10  were  maternity  cases 
and  the  remainder  general  sickness,  old  age  and 
chronically  sick. 

The  difficulty  in  finding  the  right  type  of  Home 
Help  has  increased  but  so  far  all  calls  for  assistance 
have  been  met  as  they  arrive. 

National  Assistance  Acts, 

1948  and  1931 

Under  these  Acts,  the  Council  have  authorised  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  arrange,  if  need  be,  for 
the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  or  to  residential 
hostel,  of  any  person  who  is  aged,  sick  and  incapacitated, 
is  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  is  unable  to  care 
for  himself  and  is  not  receiving  proper  care  and  attention 
from  other  people. 

Ho  apx^lication  v/as  made  to  the  Court  during  the 
year,  the  Home  Help  Service  being  able  to  render  sufficient 
assistance  and  enable  many  elderly  people  to  carry  on 
in  their  ovm  homes. 

Mothers^  Club 

A  Mothers^  Club  open  to  all  mothers  whose 
children  are  not  over  school  age  meets  each  month  at 
the  Clinic,  Church  Street.  The  Club  has  proved  most 
popular  and  successful. 

Tewkesbury  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee 

The  Golden  Hour  Club  meets  at  fortnightly  intervals. 
The  Club  premises  are  open  at  other  times  to  members  and 
visitors  who  are  over  60  years  of  age.  Lonely  sick 
persons  in  hospital  and  at  home  are  visited.  Yvelfare 
foods  at  reduced  cost  are  available  to  old  age  pensioners 
in  the  Borough,

Health  Education 

Talks,  film  shov/s  and  demonstrations  were  given  to 
local  organisations  on  various  subjects.  Talks  were 
given  to  the  eleven  year  classes  in  the  Schools  on  the 
subject  of  the  health  hazards  of  smoking.

Tlie  chiropody  service  is  operated  under  the 
G-loucestershire  County  Council  National  Health  Scheme 
at  a  cost  of  2s.  per  treatment,  v/hich  is  provided  at 
the  G-olden  Hour  Club  Headquarters. 

A  total  of  627  treatments  v/ere  carried  out  -  to 
the  elderly  at  the  Clinic  580  and  at  home  56,  to 
handicapped  persons  at  the  Clinic  3  and  at  home  8. 

Transport  for  physically  handicapped  persons  in 
the  Borough  to  attend  for  treatment  is  provided  by  the 
Tewkesbury  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee. 

The  Chiropodist  devotes  days  per  28  days  to  work 
in  Tewkesbury. 

Healthy  Visiting 

Two  Health  Visitors  are  employed  by  the  County 
Council  for  Tewkesbury  and  the  neighbouring  parishes. 

They  operate  from  the  Clinic  in  Church  Street.  Their 
main  functions  are  prevention  of  disease  and  to  provide 
health  education  by  example  in  the  home  and  at  the 
Clinic,  for  families  under  their  care. 

family  Social  V/orker 

The  County  Council  Children’s  Department  employ  a 
family  social  v\^orker  in  the  Borough  and  adjacent  districts, 
giving  advice,  encouragement  and  where  necessary, 
practical  demonstrations  in  the  home. 

Problem  families 

G-loucester  County  Council  Rent  G-uarantee 

*  Scheme 

The  Scheme  agreed  betv\/een  the  County  Council  and 
the  Borough  Council  for  the  rehabilitation  of  problem 
families  living  in  Council  houses  continued  to  operate 
during  the  year.  When  arrears  of  rent  are  such  as  to 
render  a  family  liable  to  eviction  from  a  Council  house, 
the  circumstances  are  reported  to  the  County  Council’s 
Social  Welfare  Officer.  At  the  31st  December ,  19 ',6‘3y  ^  there 
v;ere  four  cases  from  the  Tewkesbury  Borough' Council  within 
the  Rent  G-uarantee  Scheme.  .During  1964,  a  further  eight 
cases  were  referred j  hov/ever,  three  of  these  were  with- 
dravm  from  the  scheme  comxDletely,  another  v/as  vathdravm 
but  the  Social  Welfare  Officer  continued  to  visit  and 
one  family  wai  admitted  to  temporary  accommodation  and 
did  not  return  to  the  Tewkesbury  area.  At  31st 
December,  1964,  seven  cases  remained  v/ithin  the  Rent 
G-uarantee  Scheme.

Purified  v/ater  from  the  River  Severn  has  continued 
to  be  the  source  of  supply  for  the  Borough  of  Tewkesbury 
and  this  position  v/ill  remain  unchanged  with  the 
operatio’u  of  the  new  Horth  West  Gloucestershire  Y/ater 
Board, 
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As  always,  the  source  has  been  necessarily 
variable  in  quality  and  subject  to  intense  pollution 
up-river,  but  treatment  has  continued  to  provide  a 
final  product,  the  bacteriological  quality  of  which 
has  been  extremely  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 
The  'problem  of  the  sewage  pollution  of  the  source  is 
one  which  now  passes  to  the  nev;  liiver  Authority,  but 
the  solution,  regrettably,  is  for  the  future.  It

IThere  were  no  changes  made  at  the  works  but  as  the. 
farmer  referred  to  in  a  previous  report  withdrew  his  consent 
to  allow  us  to  discharge  sludge  on  to  his  land  we  were  hard 
pressed  to  deal  with  it.  To  overcome  this  in  the  future 
instructions  _v/ere  given  to  the  Consultants  for  a  lOQa  increase 
in  the  capacitj^  of  the  sludge  drying  beds  to  be  made  and  plans 
are  being  prepared.  A  ae¥7  pumping  station  was  approved  to 
deal  with  the  sewage  from  the  Cotteswold  head  area  and  the 
contract  let.  This  v/ill  do  away  with  the  ejector,  which 
although  it  has  been  seriously  overloaded,  has  given  very 
good  service  over  a  number  of  years  but  is  now  showing  signs 
of  deterioration.  A  new  agreement  v;as  completed  with  Messrs.

I  Imve  pleasure  iu  presenting  the  follov/ing  section 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Annual  pLeport,  dealing 
with  the  public  health  inspection  work  cari^ied  out  in  1964. 

Three  aspects  of  my  duties  vHiich  have  to  be  attended 
to  on  deneuid  i,e.  meat  inspection,  housing  inspections  and 
housing  management  functions,  continue  to  engage  much  of  my 
time,  I  hope,  however,  that  the  recent  appointment  of  a 
full  time  Clerk/ilousing  Assistant  in  the  department  will 
allow  more  time  to  be  spent  on  regular  ins'pections  of  other 
premises. 

Hew  duties  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act  will  have  to  be  absorbed,  but  it  is  quite  possible  tliat 
the  ins'pection  of  all  the  premises  affected  by  this  Act  will 
tccke  some  considerable  time  to  complete. 

More  riQVi  housing  accommodation  is  nearing  completion  so 
I  hope  it  will  be  possible  to  improve  the  rate  of  clearance 
of  unfit  dwellings.  Two  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  were 
declared  and  several  more  clearance  areas  o.re  undei’  consid¬ 
eration.  Tewkesbury’s  unfit  housing  problem  is  complicated 
by  the  presence  of  building  listed  a,s  being  of  o.rchitec  tural 
or  historical  interest,  oHjacent  to  and  intermingled  with 
other  unfit  dwellings.  How  does  one  reconcile  the  duty  of 
removing  unfit  houses  with  a  moral  obligation  to  preserve 
some  of  Tev/kesburjT-’  s  medieval  charm?  I'ho.tever  the  ansv/er, 
it  is  a  fact  that  when  these  properties  are  closed  and  no 
longer  inhabito.ted ,  the  pr*ocess  of  deterioration  is  rogoidly 
accelerated . 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  express  my  ap'preciation 
to  the  Chairman  and  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Committee  for  the  encouragement  and  consideration 
they  have  given  to  suggestions  put  before  them  and  my  thanks 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  other  Officers, 
for  their  heliD  and  co-oiDera.tion  during  the  year,

DISINEESTATIQN 


Two  treatments  were  given  for  the  clearance  of  wasps 
during  the  year*  Regular  spraying  of  the  tips  was 
carried  out  from  April  to  October  to  contain  and  reduce 
if  possible  the  fly  population*  Hov/ever,  whilst  every 
new  load  of  collected  house  refuse  brings  its  quota  of 
flies j  it  is  impossible  to  effectively  deal  v/ith  this 
loroblem.  Housev/ives  could  assist  much  more  than  they 
dOj.  if  all  vegetable  refuse  and  food  scraps  v/ere  wrapped 
in  paper  and  if  all  empty  cans  v/ere  washed  outj  before¬ 
placing  in  the  bin*  Very  few  householders  take  the 
trouble  to  scald  the  inside  of  bins  occasionally  with 
boiling  v/ater.  The  practioD  in  some  continental 
countries  of  steaming  out  refuse  bins  has  much  to  commend 
it. 


CARAVAIT  AHD  CAi/IPIIia  SITES 
There  are  three  principal  sites  in  the  Borou^^hs 

!•  Adjoining  the  Municipal  Car  Park  on  the  G-loucester 
Boad^and  close  to  the  children’s  swimming  pool  and 
public  conveniences 5  is  the  Council-ovmed  caravan 
site.  Sites  are  let  to  holiday  caravanners  during 
the  summer  season  only. 

2.  At  the  Odessa  Inn,  Cloucester  Ptoad,  is  a  privately 
owned^ caravan  site,  licensed  for  ten  residential 
and  fifteen  seasonal  caravans.  Plush  water  closets, 
mains  water  and  fire  prevention  egijiipment  are 
provided  on  the  site. 

At  the  Vineyards  Park  is  a  holiday  encampment  owned  by 
the  Council  which  is  in  use  mainly  during  August. 

Up  to  a  hundred  tents  can  be  accommodated  without 
congestion.  An  ablution,  .block  with  a  wash  hand  basin 
and  three  water  closets  for  each  sex  is  available 
on  the  site , 

Two  licenses  were  issued  during  the  year,  one  in 
respect  of  a  dog  breeder  aud  the  other  to  a  pet  shop. 
Satisfactory  cond-itions  were  maintained  at  both  premises 
in  accordance  with  the  licence  provisions.
